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Applicants received the Notice of Drawing Inconsistency for the referenced application 
indicating inconsistencies between the Brief Description of the Drawings in the Specification and the 
Drawings filed with the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office on December 3, 2003. 

The Notice indicates that Figure 34D is listed in the Brief Description but not contained in 
the Drawings. The U.S. Patent and Trademark Office did receive all 171 sheets of Drawings 
submitted on December 3, 2003 and received by the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office on 
December -5, 2003 as indicated by the date-stamped postcard receipt. However, Applicants hereby 
transmit replacement Drawing 34D. This submission corrects the aforementioned inconsistency. 
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
